OSCAR WILDE'S PLAY. 


His “Lady Windemere’s Fan“ Scored by 
London Critica. 

LONDON, Feb, 27.—Oscar Wilde, with his 
cynical society play, Laay Windermere’s 
Fan,’’ which was produced Saturday night 
last at the St. James Theater, has made 
himself the talk of the busiest theatrical 
week for many months, The eritics almost 
unanimously condemn the play. They say 
the plot lacks novelty, and that the principal 
scheme ts palpably cribbed from The School 
for Scandal. The lines, however, are very 
clever, and people in society will rush to see 
the play as they did onthe first night, when 
the most briliiant audience that has gath- 
ered for years inthe St. James Theater as- 
sembled to witness the work. 

At the end of the play on the first night a 
small section of the audience called for Oscar 
Wilde. He stalked before the curtain smok- 
ing a cigarette, Between the whiffs he de- 
livered what the press generally pronounced 
& most insolent and conceited speech. He 
complacently descanted upon the merits of 
his play and said he was glad that the 
audience was able to appreciate it. The 
actors and actresses were patronizingly ap- 
proved for the help they had given. 

Mr. Wilde was adorned with one of the newly 
invented electric green boutonnieres, as were 
his followers in the stalls. This new adorn- 
ment is apparently to replace the sunflower, 
the emblem for so long a time of Mr. Wilde 
and his esthetic craze. 

Mr. J. L. Toole’s reappearance in Mr. Bar- 
ry’s new play, ‘‘Walker, London, which 
was produced at Toole’s Theater on Thurs- 
day night, was an undoubted success. As was 
announced last week the name origjzfhily se- 
lected for this play was The House Boat. 

At the Avenue Theater Langdon Mitchell’s 
American play, Deborah,“ in which 
Marion Lea (Mr. Mitchell’s wife) imperson- 
ates a quadroon slave, attracted a capital 
audience, among whom were seen Miss Ellen 
Terry, Lady Colin Campbell, Mr. Henry 
James,the American novelist; Mr. Charles 
Wyndham, Mr. John Hare, manager of the 
Garrick Theater; Oscar Wilde, Fanny Brough 
and a number of other members of the dra- 
matic profession. The play proved to be a 
failure. Marion Lea was overweighted with 
an unsultable role. 

Dorothy Denees and herthree sisters gave 
a pleasant afternoon on Thursday last at the 
Prince of Wales Theater. The principal at- 
traction was a new ohe - act comedy, entitled, 
**Oinderelia,’’ the cast of which was for four 
ladies only. The play gave the four beautiful 
Sisters an opportunity to do some graceful 
dancing. 

The Oxford University Dramatic Society 
gave an interesting performance on Wednes- 
day of Aristophane’s ‘‘Frogs’’ in Greek. A 
feature of the production was Hubert Parry’s 
incidental music burlesquing snatches of 
Beethovan’s symphony, Meyerbeer’s and 
Verdai’s operas, The Boulanger March, 
and well-known compositions, The audience 
was supplied with an EKnglish translation of 
the text of the play.

BERLIN CONVULSED. 


“Give Us Bread or Give Us the Chance to 
Earn It.” 


THE CRY OF FAMISHING THOUSANDS IN 
THE-KAISER’S CAPITAL. 


Disorder Continued Throughout the Night 
—Belief That the Uprising Was Pre- 
meditated—Bakeries and Provision 

* Shops Looted by the Mob—Rigid Press 
Censorship—Vigorous Measures.

BERL, Feb. 27.—Shortly after 11 o'clock 
last night there was another small riot, mak- 
ing the third of such disturbances of the 
peace since Thursday afternoon. At about 
that hour a number of igolated groups of ex- 
citeg men, some ot them pretty well loaded 
down with beer, focussed in the northern 
districts until a gathering of about one thou- 
sand five hundred men was formed and began 
listening to an address from a Socialist 
leader. e latter had hardly uttered a few 
burning reniarks, condemning the brutal 
conduct of the authorities, etc., when 
the latterly much-sung ‘‘Marseiliaise’’ 
broke upon the ‘air and then the 
assemblage joined in voicing the words 
of the great revolutionary anthem. Almost 
at the same moment, as ff a carefully studied 
stage effect had been planned,a bundred 
blood red flags were wavedin the airard 
there was a scene of enthusiastic confusion. 
Then, above the din of the ‘‘Marseillaise’’ 
were heard the heart-stirring cries of 
Bread bread!’’ Give us work or give us 
bread!’’ **Work or bread!’’ We are starv- 
ing! Give us bread or the chance to 
earn it!“ Down with the capitalists!’ 
„Burn their houses!“ Then a wild-eyed 
man was hoisted on the heads of bis com- 
rades and, sitting upon their shoulders, he 
hoarsely cried in tones which could 
be heard far and wide: Bread! 
Let us take bread if the Emperor will 
not give it to us. There,’’ pointing toa 
neighboring baker’s store, is bread. Take 
w. With aroar like that of a pack of hun- 
gry tigers, the mob madearush for an ad- 
joining bakery, broke in the entire front of 
the store and cleared it of its contents in 
about the time it takes to write it. And then 
they munched at the. stolen bread as if no 
food had passed their lips for days. 

SHOPS RAIDED. 

But this was not all. The supply of bread 
from the store was not sufficient to relieve 
the hunger of a smali portion of the crowd, 
so a number of other bakeries. charceteries, 
and wine shops were broken into and emp- 
tied of their contents. Several butcher shops 
were also looted before a force of police 
strong enough to quell the riot could be sum- 
moned to the scene. When the police did ap- 
pear, the mob, evidently more full of hunger 
than of fight, seattered in all directions and 
left the police in possession of the disman- 
tled stores. The officers of the law followed in 
hot pursuit of the rioters and overtook and 
kicked and several of them. The 
main bod Aped with at least a short sup- 
ply of stolen provisions. 

The streets, cafes and beer gardens were 
packed untila late hour. Aimost the entire 
population of the city seemsto have turned 
out in anticipation of further rioting, and the 
most sensational rumors filled the air, owing 
to the extraordinary precautions taken by the 
military and police staffs. One report had it 
that the anarchists contemplated starting 
simultaneously fifty conflagrations in as 
many different parts of Berlin, and that in 
the confusion that would follow they were to 
set fire to hundreds of other buildings. Then, 
it was added, a dynamite corps would make 
an attack upon the castle, using dynamite 
bombsupon the troops surrounding the 
building. Some color was given to this 
startling story by the fact that the whole 
fire department of Berlin was early during the 
morning of Friday suddenly ordered to 
prépare to cover its districts inde- 
pendently in case of telegraphic communica- 
tion being interrupted, and that every man 
was to remain at his post until further or- 
ders. This, however, may only have been a 
measure of precaution natural to the dis- 
turbed State ofthecity. But, inthe serious 
State in which the public has been in the past 
forty-eight hours, the most trifiing incidents 
have been magnified into matters of the ut - 
most importance. Nearly every man you 
meet had some new story to tell of plots dis- 
covered, plans adopted or measures contem- 
plated. Ina word the city was wild with ex- 
citement, and it has not yet returned to its 
seat of natural quiet. 

The police passed last eveningin watching 
all gathering groups and in dispersing them 
in the roughest manner possible. Upon the 
slightest pretext they would charge upon, 
kick, slash at and prod groups of inoffensive 
citizens, whose only crime was that they 
happened to stop a few moments in some 
thoroughfare in order to discuss the latest 
alarming report in connection with the riots. 
Indeed, one of the features of the whole af- 
fair has been the brutally effective kicking of 
the police. Instead of the good old-fash- 
ioned New York and London way of hammer- 
ing the heads of a mob with stout night 
sticks, the police of Berlin, armed with 
swords, etc., charge upon rioters with their 
weapons, prick and cut them, hit them with 
the flat of their weapons, and, above all. 
kick vigorously on the shins and other parts 
of the bodies of their antagonists. ; 

THE EMPEXOR THREATENED. 

During the Emperor’s ride yesterday after- 
noon through the Unter Den Linden and 
around the Thiergarten the mob twice 
threatened to drag the young monarch from 
his horse and he was frequently greeted with 
storms of hooting and groaning, and serious 
distrubances were only averted by the large 
force of police present who charged in among 
the jeering crowds and arrested a number of 
them. This naturally cooled the ardor of the 
others, but it was far from puttinga stop to 
the remarks of displeasure with which the 
Emperor was received. 

The first real disturbance during the Em- 
peror’s ride occurred on the Unter Den Lin- 
den, although there have have been occa- 
sional hoots and groans during the whole of 
the outing. On the Unter Den Linden the 
police promptly dispersea the crowd of so- 
called Socialists, who expressed open dis- 
pleasure at the sight of the Emperor William. 
The action of the police was greeted with 
cheers from the loyalists and fromthe hun- 
dreds of police agents in plain clothes, who 
were to be found in all parts of that great 
thoroughfare. 

The second little riot caused by the Em- 
peror’s appearance on horseback, which was 
looked upon as being another open defiance 
of the people, took place inthe Thiergarten, 
where another mob of so-called Socialists 
was encountered, The hooting and groan- 
ing was there renewed and another police 
charge was in order. The Emperor tried to 
appear stoical in the face of these evidences 
of his unpopularity, but his pale face showed

IT WaS PREMEDITATED. 

The authorities of this city claim to be in 
possession of ation to the effect that 
the demonst@tion of Thursday before the 
Emperor’s castice was not, as at first sup- 
posed, a spomfaneous and unpremeditated 


movement. They claim that it was a care- 


fully planned outbreak, and that it would 
have assumed very much more important 
proportions had it not been for the fact that 
the people did not rise to any degree in sup- 
port of the Anarchists and Socialists who 
engineered the riots. This, of course, is the 
official version of the affair, but it is doubt- 
ful if it ig correct. However, there is no 
doubt that the authorities had secret infor- 
mation of some kind, and that there is more 
truth in the story that the Anarchists had 
planned to use dynamite upon the castle 
than at first supposed. 
UNDER ARMS. 

The entire force of troops composing the 
garrison of Berlin was kept under arms until 
1:30 this morning, and even then they were 
only allowed to rest campaign fashion, 
boots on and accoutrements within reach. It 
has alsoleaked out that, seventy rounds of 
ball cartridges were served out to the troops 
inthe early stages ofthe rioting, and that 
since that time the cavalry regiments, ma- 
chine gun batteries and infantry regiments 
were all detailed to occupy certain strategic 
positions, in the shortest possible time, upon 
receipt of the wordto occupy the squares, 
thoroughfares, bridges and other strategic 
points about thecity. In fact the military 
staff of the Emperor had, upon his orders, it 
is said, taken all the steps necessary to sup- 
press a revolution. The police force has been 
on duty, night and day, since the troubles 
commenced and their watchfulness has not 
been relaxed this morning. Amost anxious 
evening was passed, 

The Emperor remained watching from the 
windows of the castle Schloss, surrounded by 
several Generals anda half a dozen aide de 
camps until half an hour after midnight 
when he dismissed his staff, after receiving 
reports by orderlies from all the military 
and police districts. Previous to retiring for 
the night the Emperor dismissed the Alex- 
ander Regiment of the Guards which had 
been on duty throughout the day with fixed 
bayonets; the troops, however, being kept 
within easy call. The Emperor, report has 
it, slept in the undress uniform he had worn 
during the day and arose three or four times 
before daylight to inquire if the city was 
quiet. Upon receiving reassuring reports, 
His Majesty returned to his couch and again 
courted slumber. 

PRESS CENSORSHIP. 
The fact was made clear to-day that the 


press censor of Berlin has been busy at work 


since Thursday, altering and changing the 
tenor of riot dispatches sent out of Germany. 
So much so, that a number of newspaper 
correspondents, the representative of the 
London Times, for instance, have been in- 
formed from their home offices that their 
dispatches were, iu some cases, almost ii- 
legible, as they had left whole sentences out 
and that their messages had breaks in them 
which made their stories unconnected. - 

The Times man was indignant and made an 
investigation of the matter. He called for 
his copy at the telegraph office where he 
had flied it, and that whole phrases, 
sentences, paragraphs,. words and figures 
had been dlotted out and that, in Other cases, 
words he had never written had been inter- 
polated. In the latter instance, he noticed 
that the matter had been made to read 
so as to minimize the rioting and to make it 
appear that the affair was not nearly so im- 
sportant asitreally was. The Times corre- 
pondent indignantly demanded to know by 
whose authority these changes had: been 
made and was calmly informed that it was 
by order of the press censor. 

In view of this fact it may be explained 
thatthe correspondent of the United Press, 
anticipating some action upon the part of 
the press censor, caused his first dispatch, 
announcing the riots, which was twelve hours 
ahead of any other dispatch sent to the 
United States, to be filed at a certain place 
outside of Berlin, thus completely outwitting 
the press censor. 

In view of the possibility that even these 
dispatches may have been tampered with, 
though sent by a safe, ‘‘underground’’ 
road, it should be repeated that the rioting 
was of a very important natureand that the 
character of the conflicts between the police 
and the rioters cannot De much exaggerated. 


SANDOVAL LEVELERS 


Evidence Heard in the McK ibben-Lorden 
Trial at Salem, IIL 


SALEM, III., Feb. 27.—The evidence given in 
the case of McKibben and Lorden, known as 
the Sandoval Levelers, in the court at 
Salem yesterday was Of a very sensational 
description. The principal witness 


was, Calvin Tracy; the 
gave the information that 
the arrest of McKibben and Lorden, and who 
was at one time supposed to be Implicated 
with them. Hetestified that he had known 
both McKibben and Lorden for many years. 
The first intimation that he received of the 
lot was on Christmas, 1890. On that day 
cKibben met him on a railroad train, and 
began to talk about his plans of bringing the 
rich man down toa level with the r. He 
said that he had formeda ages | of resolute 
men who would accomplish this. At this 
time nothing specific was said concerning the 
org nization. On several subsequent occa- 
sions McKipben talked with Tracy, gradually 
unfolding more and more of his plans, and 
finally asking Tracy to join his band.

“PULL YOUR ROPE.” 


Dick Cullen’s Deflance to the Mob at 
Marshfield. 


TAKEN FROM JAIL LAST NIGHT AND 
SWUNG UP. 


The Deomed Wretch Denied His Guilt to 
the Last—His Mother Unmolested and 
Still in Jail—Schoolboy Killed by a 
Teacher—Long Sentence for Murder— 
Criminal News. 


MARSHFIELD, Mo., Feb. 28. Pull our 
rope. That was the sentence with which 
Dick Cullen requested a party of lynchers to 
accomplish the deed for which they had 
taken him out of jail. A secret meeting, 
held the night before last, decided to lynch 
Cullen, and last night, at 10 o’clock,. 160 de 


termined men were halted on the west side 
ofthe square. The rope was produced, the 
men were quickly marched to the jail and the 
sheriff was quickly overpowered. 

The mob got the man, marched him tothe 
square and asked him if he and his mother 
were guilty. His answer was, Pull your 
— rope. He was at once drawn up 
and the command given, ‘‘Pull away, 
doys. Ina few minutos Cullen was dead. 

hecrime was a heinous one. Four years 
ago a babe 10 days old was found at his — 
father’s door. Young Cullen lately thought 
that it was meant for an heir by adoption. 
Last Monday night he tied acarlink to the 
neck of the child and threw it into an unused 
well. His guilt was certain. His mother was 
arrested as an accomplice on account of her 
indifference and evasive answers. 

The Coroner caused the body to be cut down 
and taken to the court-house. The lynchers 
have dispersed. 

The facts developed at the Coroner’s in- 
quest showed that on Sunday night Oullin 
went outintown. He left the house about 7 
o’clock. A short time after he left Mrs. Shaw, 
Cullin’s mother, put the child in bed. She 
had always been keeping the child in bed 
with her till Cullin come home and then she 
would put the little chila in his bed with him. 
But on this special occasion she put the child 
in his bed at the start and went off and left 
it there off in a room to itself. At midnight, 
when Cullin come home, he said he went in 
and told his mother he would keep the child. 
She told him it wagin his bed, and he said it 
was not. Then they looked around the room 
and did not nnd it. Thenthey went to bed and 
never made any search or raised any alarm 
till next morning, when they 27 out that 
some one hud stolen the chil Then began 
the search for the body of the child, which 
was found ina well with a chain about its 
neck to which a car-link was attached. 

Young Cullin and his mother, :Mrs. Shaw, 
were placed under arrest on suspicion before 
the finding of the body. The verdict of the 
Coroner’s jury was that they believed the 
child came to its death at the hands of 
Richard Cullin before it was thrown in the 
well by him and that Mrs. Shaw had knowl: 
edge of the crime. 

The Post-DISPATCH correspondent had a 
short interview with the prisoner yester- 
day. He seemed not the least alarmed and 
strenuously asserted his innocence. As his 
visitor was departing Cullen handed him the 
following, which was written since his 
arrest. It is submitted without a single 
alteration:

The Financier Attacked With a Severe 
Hemorrhage. 

New YorK, Feb. 27.—An intimate friend of 
the Gould family, whose statement may be 
absolutely depended upon, said yesterday 
that Jay Gould had been alarmingly ill since 
last Tuesday. It was on Tuesday night that 
be was first attacked. He ate heartily of rich 
food at a supper which was given him, and 
this unsettled his stomach. He went to his 
apartments and vomited freely, to such an 
extent, in fact, that he was greatly ex- 
hausted. 

Wednesday he seemed to be somewhat bot - 
ter, although quite weak, Dut Dr. Munn con- 
sidered the millionaire’s condition suf- 


ficiently serious to justify him in remaining 
constantly in the Gould residence. Wedanes- 
day night the sick man was tronbled with 
insomnia and Thursday rani pt found him 


weak and suffering from want pf rest. About 
12:30 o’clock Friday morning My. Gould was 
seized with a violent hemorrhage. Dr, 
Munn and Mr. Gould’s familly were 
hastily summoned. Mr. Gould was 
— — violently and his handkerchief 
was fiecked with biood. Another physician 
was sent for, but he was not at home. The 
messenger returned with this 12 
but by that time the hemorrhage had ceased, 
and Dr. Munn decided that there was no ne- 
cessity for another physician. Inthe mean- 
time Mr. Gould had used three handkerchiefs 
and they were well saturated with biood. 
Mr. Gould has never before been attacked 
with hemorrhage and it may therefore be 
readily understood how seriously the mem- 
bers of his family were alarmed on this occa- 
sion. Dr. Munn guieted their fears by assur- 
ing them that the hemorrhage came from 
the stomach and not from the lungs,and that 
the attack was merely local, having been un- 
doubtedly brought on by the vomitin 

which he was seized on Tuesday night. Mr 
Gould was greatly weakened by the exertion 
of violent coughing, but not by loss of blood. 
Yesterday morning he was much better and 
continued improving during the day, Se 
be somewhat restiess and irritabie.

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STATE MORTGAGES 


An Interesting Reeapitulation by the 
Census Bureau 


THE AMOUNTS LOANED ON MORTGAGES 
IN ILLINOIS, 


The Mortgage Indebtedness of the State of 
Illinois and How it Is Divided—An In- 
crease Shown From Year to Year—The 
Per Capita Indebtedness—The Average 


Mortgage. 


SpRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 27.—Advance sheets 
of the census bulletin showing the mortgage 
indebtedness of the State have been received. 
Ine investigation shows that 80.78 per cent 
of the number of taxed acres in the State and 
0. u per cent of the number of taxed lots, 
including all improvements, were mortgaged 
Jan. 1, 189%. The per capita debt in force 
Jan. 1, 1890, for the State was $100. In Cook 
County, including Chicago, it was $161, and 
for the State, exclusive of Cook County, it 
was $73. During the decade 612,249 mortgages 
stating amount of debt were made, and of 
these 225,420 mortgages, Or 41.72 per cent of 
the total, were on acre tracts, and 666,829 
mortgages, or 58.28 per cent of the total, were 
on lots. In 1880, 42,788 mortgages were made. 
The number in 1889 was 86,161, and without 
exception there was an increase from year to 


ear. 
n The acre tracts covered by the mortgage 
during the ten years representa total of 21,- 
vs. 919 acres, the annual number being 2,019, - 
976 ip 1880, increasing to 2,871,180 in 1881, and 
afterward, on the whole, dbcreasing to 1,961,- 
0% ip 1888, the lowest number of any one of 
the ten years. In 1889 the number of acres 
covered by mortgage was 2,148,748, an in- 
crease of 6.16 per centoverthe number cov- 
ered in 1880 ana a decrease of 9.59 per cent 
from the number covered in 1881. 

The average mortgage made during the de- 
cade in the State was for $1,422; on acres, $1,- 
297; on lots, $1,440.

SCHOOL SCANDALS. 


The Post-DIsPATOH adheres to the posi- 
tion it took years ago with reference to the 
Morgan scandal, the more recent colored 
teacher case, and the still more recent 
proposition to employ a corps of detectives 
to watch ‘‘suspects’’ among the teachers. 
Neither the School Board nor any one of 
its committees is a police board, a grand- 
jury ora police court, to put teachers on 
trial for statutory crimes or misdemeanors. 
Nor should its demand for a resignation 
put any brand of guilt upon a teacher. Its 
only authority to take cognizance of facts 
or current reports affecting the moral char- 
acter or standing of a teacher begins and 
ends with the discharge of its duty to take 
care that harm shall not come to the 
schools, either from the employment of 
immoral teachers or from the retention of 
even innocent ones whose presence, un- 
fortunately but undeniably, brings and 
keeps the shadow of a perennial! scandal 
over the schools. 

To acquit, exonerate and vindicate any 
teacher whose morality is impeached upon 
inadequate proof, is the natural and com- 
mendable impulse of every good school 
official. But when such exoneration only 
provokes fiercer detraction—when the 
scandal will not down at the bidding of 
school officials, and, on the contrary, per- 
sists in filling the schools and tainting 
public opinion with its poisonous breath, 
a teacher’s private misfortune should not 
be made a burden for the public schools to 
carry. The first and highest duty of School 
Board members is to protect the schools. 
That is the public service for which the 
School Board exists—not to support 
teachers in living down some personal 
attainder at the risk of deplorable results 
to the schools. 

Teachers should be taught to recognize 
it as an immutable School Board policy 
that teachers’ positions are for those only 
whose moral character and personal asso- 
ciations are not seriously questioned; that 
the schools must never be dragged into a 
protracted fight to uphold any teacher’s 
damaged reputation. Slander’s wings 
and tongues are multiplied immensely 
when its victim holds a teacher’s position. 
Gen. Fitz JOHN PORTER’S life-long fight 
againstan unjust aspersion did not dis- 
credit or silence it, though Gen. GRANT 
wrote a powerful vindication of him. 

The ground on which CASAR put away 
his wife while pronouncing her innocent, 
is, therefore, the safest for a school com- 
mittee totake in dealing with teachers 
who fail to take good careof their own 
reputations. After finding a verdict of 
not guilty’’ or ‘‘not proved, the com- 
mittee has done all it can properly do fora 
teacher, and should then seriously con- 
sider whether the retention of the teacher 
will keep alive the scandal to the injury of 
both teacher and schools. 

It may seem cruel and look like abetting 
injustice to deprive a teacher of a position 
in deference to a large amount of unjust, 
uncharitable and probably unprintable 
public opinion against the committee’s 
view of the case. But foolish, cruel and 
disgraceful to human nature as the old 
witch craze of New England was, what 
friend of the public schools could have ad- 
vised the retention of a teacher suspected 
of witchcraft in those days? In these days 
and in this city there is a multitude of 
pessimists as credulous of evil in a certain 
direction as ever the witch cranks were, 
and something more thana private com- 
mittee investigation and a perfunctory 
‘*exoneration’’ is needed to protect the 
schools. 

When a lot of poor colored teachers with- 
out powerful friends or ‘‘pulls’’ were ac- 
cused of immoral relations, President 
Jupsox of the School Board took the high 
ground that the interest of the schools re- 
quired the surrender of their positions, in 
spite of the fact that the evidence against 
them would not warrant a verdict of 
guilty.

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CHICAGO is in a very bad way, all be- 
cause so many of her citizens want to get 
rich too fast.

There should appear in every State plat- 
form this year a demand that United States 
Senators should be elected by the people in- 
stead of by the Legislatures, — 

This is a question that the States must de- 
termine. Senators representthe States, but 
the Federal Constitution provides that they 
shall be elected by the Legislatures. The 
Legislatures have too often proved to be un- 
fitto. perform this important duty, They 
have too often chosen money-bags instead of 
men. The people alone are to be trusted. 
But the power to elect cannot be taken 
away from the Legislatures except through 
an amendment to the Constitution, Such an 


a two-thirds vote or a constitutional conven- 
tion may be called on application of the Leg- 
islatures of two-thirds of the States, and the 
convention may propose an amendment. 
Afterward, no matter in which of the two 
ways the amendment originates, it must be 
ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths 
of the States. 

The task of amending the Constitution Is 
one that demands time and, if it succeeds, 
must have a strong public sentiment in its 
favor, But the reform will be well worth the 
effort. If the party platforms of two-thirds 
of the States demand this year that Senators 
shall be elected by the people the amend- 
ment will probably be proposed by Congress 
next winter.

Bill Has Been Knifed. 


He Thinks President Walbridge Has 
Deliberately Smothered It. 


IN THE HANDS OF ITS ENEMIES, BEN- 
SIEK AND HOOLAN, 


The Councilman Declares That It Was 
Sent to the Police Committee With the 
Intention of Choking It, When It Prop- 
erly Eelonged to the Ways and Means 
—President Walbridge Asserts He Has 
Acted Impartially—Attitude of the 
Delegates. 


Councilman Wm. T. Anderson Delleves a 
hospital grave has been prepared for his new 
dramshop bill by President Cyrus F. Wal- 
bridge, 

The bill, as everybody knows now, is de- 
signed to take the power of issuing saloon 
licenses from the Collector and give it to the 
Police Board, the Commissioaers passing 
upon petitions and remonstrances exactly as 
the Collector is required by the ignored law 
to do now. 

In other respects the bill is Use the law as 
it now exists. If it became a law it would 
become a section of the chapter on revenue 
in the Revised Ordinances, Councilman 
An derson for this reason thought it should 
have been referred to the Committee on 
Ways and Means for consideration and re- 
port, He is one of the members of 
that committee. Councilman Nelson Cole is 
Chairman, The other members are Council- 
men William Cullinane, John C. Bensiek and 
Charles E. Wehner. Councilmen Cole and 
Anderson are the strongest members of this 
committee, and generally carry their point 
in all matters that come beforeit. Had the 
bill gone to this committee it would have 
been promptly considered and reported to 
the Council for passage. 

SENT TO THE POLICE COMMITTEE. 

But President Walbridge, to the surprise of 
Counciiman Anderson, sent the bill to the 
Police Committee. That committee is com- 
posed of Councilmen Bensiek, Andrew J. 
Hoolan and Wehner. Councilmen Bensiek 
and Hoolan have already enlisted in the 
defense of Collector Zlegenhein as 
a party measure and fought hard 
the resolution of Councilman Anderson to 
investigate the Collector’s office. An Assem- 
bly Committee under ordinary circumstances 
has it in its power to killa bill that has not 
an aggressive majority in favor of it. This 
Police Committee has shown before that it is 
ready to put an end to a Dill to which its 
members are opposed without presenting it 
to the Council at all. The committee tried to 
do this with the police bill last year for no 
other reason than that Councilman Bensiek 
wanted to bargain with the Police Depart- 
ment for the reinstatement of a discharged 
patrolman. His associates helped him to 
carry out this selfish scheme, and not 
only co-operated with him in the 
committee, but lent him their 
vote on the floor of the Council. Only the 
determined fight made on the committee by 
the majority in the Council saved the bill 
from the ignominy of a defeat such as this 
would have been. It is no wonder that, 
knowing all this, Councilman Anderson feels 
that his bill has been dealt a mortal blow by 
this reference to such a committee of its 
enemles. 

I haven’t the least idea now that it will go 
through the Council,“ said he to-day, hope- 
lessly. Hon could it get through when it 
will never get back to the Secretary’s desk 
again? Walibridge sent it to that com- 
mittee for the express purpose of xill- 
ing it. He knew perfectly well when 
he did it the committee would never let us 
see the bill again. So far asIcan see now, 
with things so confused as they are in the 
Council, the bill might as well never have 
been introduced. Cole andl were thunder.- 
struck when Walbridge called out ‘‘Police’’ 
instead oft Ways and Means, as the Secre- 
tary read the bill for the second time by title. 
We looked ateach other and both of us un- 
derstood the maneuver inatwinkling, but 
there was nothingtosay. When Mr. Walbridge 
explained after his iliness that he had put 
through his resolution exonerating the l- 
lector without knowing I was absent, I 
accepted the explanation and took him at 
his word, but feel reasonably resentful 
about his treatment of my bill now. It is 
a measure dealing with the city’s revenue, 
and of course it would have gone naturally 
tothe Ways and Means Committee. There 
was noreason for sending it to the Police 
Committee except the one that he wanted it 
to be killed without giving the Council a 
chance to act on it.“ 

PRESIDENT WALBRIDGE’S STATEMENT. 

President Walbridge was asked to-day why 
he had sent the bill to the Police Committee 
instead of the Ways and Means Committee, 
and was told of the charge of Councilman 
Anderson. 

Mr. Anderson talks considerably, said 
he, ‘‘and he has no grounds for such an ac- 
cusation. I referred the dil to the 
Police Committee because it was a 
blll for the enlargement of the wers of 
the Police Board, and probably belonged to 
that committee. The bill does not consider 
the revenue question. That is touched on in 
the bill wufen Mr. Cole has asked the City 
Counselor to prepare. As the bill stood it 
was purely and simply one concerning the 

wers of the police, and the Ways and 

leans Committee could properly have noth- 
ing at all to do with it. I think Mr. Cole will 
agr@e with me in this view of it. 

Mr. Anderson’s charge that I sent the bill 
to the Police Committee to be killed is neither 
true nor fair. Idon’t know that the mem- 
bers of that committee are Opposed to the 
bill. Ifthey are, they are certainly no more 
strongly opposed toit than the members of 
the Ways and Means Committe are favorable 
to, it. Isentthe bill tothe committee where 
I thought it belonged without thinking of the 
members of either committee. 

THE BILL IN THE HOUSE. 

Councilman Anderson’s bill is already be- 
ing talked about in the House of Delegates a 
good deal. Some of the members expect 
that it will get over to them. Many do not. 

Delegate Julius Lehmann last night triam- 
phantly offered to bet that the bill would 
never get out of the Council. Delegate Leh- 
mann is a wood turner by occupation, but ne 
is an active Republican, and like all 
the rest of the publicans in the 
House he has been made to take up the de- 
tense of the Collector as a measure Of party 
expediency. ‘‘Why,*’ sald Lehmann, the 
Council reorganization would never have 
come about 15 the Post-DisPaTca had not 
got the Council to investigate Zilegenhein.

**OUDDY MACK’’ ACQUITTED, 


A JURY FAILS TO FIND HIM GUILTY OF SELLING 
LIQUOR WITHOUT LICENSE. 


By the decision of a jury of six men in 


Judge Meegan’s court yesterday John Mell. 
licuddy, alias ‘*Cuddy Mack, was acquitted 
of the charge of selling liquor without a 
license. This was a Surprise to a 
large number of people, while by 
many others it was anticipated that 
**Oudd Mack’’ would be cleared. 
The trial of ‘‘Cuddy Mack“ attracts con- 
siderable attention and for the first time in 
several months the Carondelet police court 
was literally jammed with people. At one 
o’clock, thé hour set for the trial, Deputy 
City Marshal ushered in the court twelve men 
from which s x were to be chosen asthe ju 
to try the case. The jury comprised R. T. 
French, John r John Wieland, 
John Winkelman, E. T. Meyer and J. E. 
Paule. The first witness for the oy was 
Police Sergeant Shores, who testified that he 
had seen liquor sold in ‘‘Ouddy’’ Mack's 
place without a license granting him the 
privilege. hores stated on cross- 
examiyation that he did not see 
the defendant sell liquor but that it was his 
bartender. Nordid he see defendant in the 
saloon. His testimony wasconfined only to 
that of what transpired on the 2th day of 
January. Officer Sincox testified similar to 
that of Sergt. Shores. John McGillicuddy’s 
lawyer, Ben Clark, refused to place his 
client on the stand decided 
to leave it to whether 
he was guilty charge. 
The prosecution was represented by Attor- 
neys Will McNamee, Goode and Mulvihill. 
Attorney Clark admitted to the jury in his 
argument that his client had no license on 
the day of his arrest, but that he was 
ranted an extension of time by Col- 
ector Zelgenhein. That on Feb. 4 he 
tendered a check to the Collector 
for his license, but owing toa protest against 
him, the Collector refused to grant the 
license. Attorney Clark’s appeal for his 
client was strong. He was followed by 
Attorney Goode tor the prosecution. The 
case was given to the jury at 8:30 o’clock 
and at5o’clock it was announced that they 
were ready. 

The decision rendered by the jury was that 
he was not guilty of selling liquor without a 
license, The decision as above stated was 
received by surprise to quite a large number, 
while to the friends of McGillicuddy it was 
received with much pleasure. ' 


SMALL BOYS DID IT. 


They Caused Trouble Between John A.

The small boy has not lost his cunning, and 
yesterday afternoon he was the guilty cause

In the Second 
District Police Court Officer Caudle testified 
that he was in pursuit of two boys who 
stole some junk.

Dr. Dalton’s Operation. 


A PART OF THE BODY DISCOVERED TO 


HAVE BEEN STOLEN, 


The Determined Attempts Being Made by 
His Enemies to Prove That the Super 
intendent of the City Hospital Is In- 
efficient—A “Bombshell” for the Med- 
ical Society Meeting To-Night. 


In the dreary winter quiet and loneliness of 
Calvary Cemetery there was witnessed a 
strange and unpleasant picture this after- 


noon. 

The picture was formed about a new-made 
grave, that sad and ordinarily sacred final 
resting-place of mortality composing the 
center of the pecullar scene. 

Around the grave were gathered a group of 
men with eager and interested faces. Itis 
not strange to see the living circled around 
the last quiet home of the dead, but when 
they are so gathered it is generally in sorrow 
and in the hush of reverential awe. 

To day there were other emotions manifest 
at the graveside scene in Calvary. The 
rancor of professional dispute was there, the 
passions of men stirred in ways which swept 
aside consideration forthe dead, the keen 
strife of conflicting human interests that had 
no rightful place in the stillnessof Calvary 
and by the side of that little hillock of fresh 
earth, It was not the conventional grouping 
about the grave which Calvary sees so often 
in the melancholy passing of its silent years. 

It was a grouping that lent even additional 
pathos tothe appearance of that grave by 
which it took place. A newly-made grave is 
a grewsome sight at best for humanity to 
look upon, but ordinarily its natural feat- 
ures in thls respect are softened as much as 
possible by the work of loving hands. 
Flowers are strewn over the fresh, moist 
earth of the mound, evergreens are laid on 
the wintry barrenness of the little lot wherein 
the grave was dug, the mound Itself is 
shaped dnd molded by careful touches until 
it loses some of its chilling suggestion of 
death. But it was not so with this grave. 

The clods of displaced earth forming its 
mound seemed to have been hastily and care- 
lessly thrown above the spot, beneath which 
lay some morta! body in its last, long sleep. 
There wasno.attempt at shaping the little 
hillock; the fresh earth seemed indeed as if 
it had been disturbed more than once since 
the grave had received its silent occupant 
the 1282 was more that of a hurriedly- 
filled trench than of a decent grave. 

Above it, through the bare branches of leaf- 
less trees, the February wind whistled 
mournfully. A gray and leaden sky hung 
overhead, and under this depressing light, 
and to the sad music of the winter breeze 
the neglected grave seemed even more ne- 
glected, desolate and pathetic. 

THEIR PURPOSE. 

Bnt the group ofmen gathered about the 
grave were not touched by this silent yet 
eloquent appeal to the living from the dead 
through nature’s voice. They had gathere 
there for a professional purpose. 

That purpose was to disturb the quiet of 
the gree. to open its bosom once more to 
the light of day, to take from its narrow cell 
the coffin which had there been, presumably 
„forever laid,“ and to place the decaying 
body of the sleeper in that coffin under the 
remorseless edge of the surgeon’s scalpel. 

Strange and sad to relate, this purpose was 
leading so the second disturbing of that ve 
since its occupant had been reverently placed 
there. Uneasy had been the slumber of the 
mortal who had found his eternal resting 
place in that grave.

DEPEW SPEAKS ON ATHLETICS AT THE 
YALE DINNER. 


Unsatisfactory Termination of the Kim- 
mick-Peckham Fight at San Francisco— 
The Western Association Champion- 
ships—Racing on Various Tracks and 
Sporting News in General. 


New Tonk, Föb. 27.—During a speech de- 
livered last night at a dinner given by 
Yale men to Walter Camp, Hon. Ohauncey M. 
Depew addressed the collegiates on athlet- 
les, and among other things said: ‘*The 
Yale athletic dinner three years ago was the 
first significant recognition by the universi- 
ties of the dependence of liberal education 
upon athletics. After the evolution of cen- 
turies it was the tribute wrung from Drains 


by brawn. 

If Yale continues many more years in her 
present career of almost uninterrupted victo- 
ries she will be compelled to retire from com- 
petitive arenas, and her crews, her base 
ball nine and her football team will be kinder- 
gartens forthe students of those colleges 
who hope for victory and fame. 

It is not twenty-flve years since a large 
majority ofthe men and women of this coun- 
try associated physical training and athletic 
superiority with a close-cropped, bullet- 
head, and intellectual prominence with a 
frail igure and a hacking cough surmounted 
by a dome ot thought. All of us who are in 


the lawyer or the doctor of the village who 
could box, belonged to a ball club or 
was a member of an amateur rowing 
association, had no hope of success. It was 
felt that such tendencies were incompatible 
with the career of States, the curing of bodies 
or the saving of souls. 

The athietic eld is recovering from some 
ofthe peculiarities which marked its devel- 
opment. Brutality is arare incident, chiv- 
alry and manliness the constant factors in 
college athletics. 

It was the saying of an Englisgpolitical 
economist that it took the three B’Sto make 
a Lord Chancellor, the highest prize at the 
English bar, Belly, Back and Bratfns. A 
fully developed and healthy body, har mont 
ously trained by an expert instructor and 
growing stronger with the enlarging intel- 
lect, furnishes the combination which in the 
rough competitions of life enables a man to 
help himself, and Detter still, help others. A 
healthy soul, a healthy mind, a healthy diges- 
tion and a healthy breathing apparatus not 
only stride masterfully toward the pearly 
gates of heaven, but draw many weaker ves- 
seis behind, 

When I was in Greece last year I gazed 
with awe and aimiration upon the statue of 
Hermes by Praxitelles. It is the perfection 
of physical beauty and noble expression. Its 
model was the Greek yonth who had won the 
prizes at the academyand carried off the 
wreath in the Olympian games. It was per- 
fect and harmoniously developed humanity, 


by an inspired touch, given his conceptionof 
Delty. I could not help remarking as i after- 
wards wandered through the Itallan galleries 
and gazed upon the pictures of Christ, whose 
type had been formed by the artists of the 
Middle Age, that in their efforts to suppress 
the man and delineate the God they had con- 
veyed through his face and figure an impres- 
sion of weakness, the reverse of our present 
ideas of the Savior. I could not but lament 
that the wonderful geniuses who had given us 
our picture of the Redeemer had not livedin 
the period of the Olymplan games or the col- 
lege athiete.’’
